Having given you the outlines I fhall defcend to 
particulars, 

Our party confifting of fix, arrived at fort Schuy- 
Jer, 105 miles welt of Albay, the fift of September: 
Here we divided into two parties (having previoufly 
agreed to rendezvous at the old ford, north of the 
Cayuga lake) one party by land, the other by water : 
J joined the water party, and commenced our expedi- 
tion by having our batteaux carried acrofs a plain of 
one mile from fort Schuyler into Woodcreek, and for 
the firft time I failed on a river in America running 
welt. We found Woodcreek fo fhallow for fix or 
fevert miles, as not to admit of batteaux navigation, 
without the affiftance ef fluices, which are made at 
convenient diftances : f.om thence to the old block 
houfe at the eak end of the Oneida Jake, about eleven 
miles more, the creek is bolder and convenient naviga- 
tion, except fome obftructions by the falling of trees in 

‘the Jate war, which are not yet entirely removed. We 
tiavelled the whole length of the Oxeida,-thirty miles, 
keeping the fouth fhore aboard : the batteaux men 
cofnmonly hug the north fhore, but we prefered the 
fouth for the benefit of viewing the army lands, begin- 
ning at the Tufcoraro already mentioned. The O- 
neida lake and creeks emptying into it, are well ftored 
with all kinds of frefh water fifth, particularly falmon 
and bafs—Eels in the Tufcoraro are incredibly large 
and fine. The next day we reached fort Breweton at 
the weft end of the Oneida; near the fort we entered 
the Onondago river, continuing a ferpentine court 
weft about twenty miles (aided by a brifk current, hav- 
ing the army lands on our feft and vacant lands on our 
right) till we reached the three rivers; at this con- 
fluence we left the Onondago, which took its courfe 
N. W. emptying into lake Ontario at fort Ofwego, 
about twenty five miles diftant : we then afcended the 
Cayuga ftream, ftemming againft an eafy current, and 
afew gentle rapids. 

We pafled through the Crofs Lake, and on our left 
by the mouth of the Salt Lake—the Owafco and an- 
other fa't luke, having the rich army lands on both 
fides of us : the day following we reached the old ford, 
where we found our land party, who agreed to keep 
on to the fourth end of the Cayuga by land, while we 
continued our courfe the whole lengta «f this charm- 
ing lake by water. which we found nearly forty miles 
in length and from two to four wide, running a- 
bout S.E. The firft fixteen miles on each fide lay

After the combar which took place the 
8th of July, on the coafts of Taurida, the 
Ottoman fleet at anchor at the mouth of the 
Danube, had received repeated reinforce- 
ments, and the Capuden Baffa fent his veffelg 
there from time to time as they were repair- 
ed, On the’ goth of Auguft, the enemy’s 
fleet, amounting to forty fail, appeared off 
Codgia bay. Viceadmiral Utichakow, com- 
mander of the rufan fleet, immediately 
quitted the road of the Sebaftopolis, in fearch 
of the turks.—-The 8th and oth of Septem- 
ber, the two fleets engaged between the ifl- 
and of Fendros and Codgia bay. The ruf- 
fians were victorious in both combats, the 
laft of which was decifive, 
The turkith‘admiral’s veffel, called the 
Captain, blew up ; the Capuden Baffa, who 
commanded her, was faved, but the crew pe- 
tifhed. The victors took a thip of 66 guns, 
on board was a pacha of three tails, and fix 
hundred men, who were made prifoners; one 
other vefiel of 26 guns and 200 men fell into 
the hands of che ruffians, and the reft of the 
fleet were difperfed, The engagement laft- 
ed fix hours. This victory is the more fig- 
nal as the lofs of the ruffians in flain, is in-

Mr. Jackfon then adverted to feveral articles of the 
tieaty, which he faid controverted the plaineft princi- 
ples of the conftitution, particularly thofe parts which 
fecure to every citizen the rights of property. He 
contrafted the prefent fituation of the inhabitants of 
Georgia, with what it was under the britifh govern- 
ment, and faid this treaty placed them in a lefs eligible 
fituation, in refpect to the indians. 

It has been faid (he obferved) that there are fecret 
articles im che treaty. Good God ! faid he, at this 
early period are there to be fecret articles exifting be- 
tween the united fates and any other nation under 
heaven ! Treaties, by the conftitution, are to be con- 
fidered the fupreme law of the land ; but will con- 
grefs permit the laws of the united ftates, like thofe of 
Caligula, to be placed where they cannot be read, and 
then punith the people for not obeying them? the peo- 
ple will never fubmit to be bound by fecret articles.

the fuccefs of a party under major Ham- | 
tramck remains uncertain, The colonel- 
commandant mentions, in his letter, that 100 
or 120 of the indian warriors were flain in an’ 
aftion at or neat the Miami village; three 
hundred loghoufes or wigwams burnt, and 
20,000 barrels of corn deftroyed by the ar- 
my. The lofs of the americans 180, The 
bearer of che letter reported, verbally, that 
he faw feveral men, returned from the party 
under major Hamtramck, who reported, 
that the major had returned fuccefsful, hav- 
ing deftroyed feveral of the hoftile indian 
towns on the Wabafh, and met with no op- 
pofition. 

By the complexion of general Harmar’s 
orders from the 17th to the gard of October, | 
it appears, that the indians hung round the 
american army on their retreat from the Mi- 
ami village, and were exceedingly trouble- 
fome. On the doth they defeated a party of 
the army, with mach lofs on the american 
fide, which accident was imputed to the cow- 
ardly behaviour of the militia, On the 22nd, 
it feems, the militia regained their credit by 
their conduc in an action with the indians, 
the general, in his ‘orders after this action, | 
mentions, that the indians killed more than 
man for man; yet the general exults in the 
advantage obtained, being able to afford 
them (as he expreffes it) two for one. 

A gentleman from Manchefter informs, 
that on the gth ule. cwo young women of 
that town determined to fleep in a room that | 


had been newly plaiftered ; to avoid the ill} 
effects of the dampnefs, they placed a pan| 
of coals inthe room. In the morning one of 
them was found dead, and the other was fo 
far overcome as to die within a few days af- 
ter, Their names were Patty Savage and 
Lois Goodrich, the former 18, and the lat- 
ter 16 years of age. It is hoped this melan- 
cholly accident, while it ftrikingly proclaims 
to the living, the neceffity of being likewife 
ready, will warn them againft the too preva- 
lent praĝtice of burning charcoal in clofe 
rooms, efpecially in the night, which too of- 
ten produces effects truly melancholly.

rortune that ufually purfues fuch limited independen- 
cies, The divifian of an extenfive territory into final 
independent fovercigntics greatly retards civil improye- 
ments==this was formerly the cafe im Europes and 
the confequéence was along continuance in favage, 
and almoft brutal maniers, But it has been obferv- 
ed, that where, ehrough an extenfivd country, the 
fmaller fates have united -under one general govern- 
ment, civilization has proceeded more tapidly, and the 

kindly affeGtions have much fooner gained an afcend- 
| ant than where they fill remained under numerous 
neighboring governments, “The reafon why-one fate 
is more favorable to civil improvement than the other 
is founded in the conftitution of human nature: a- 
mong fmall indepe.dent ftatés, as among independent 
| individuals, without a ‘common judge, thè weak are

. | jealous of the ftrong—and endeavour by art and cun- 


| ning to fupply their want of power. ‘The ftrong are 
| ever ready to decide every queftion by force, according 
| to their awn prefent interef—hence follows a total 
want of public faith-~recritninations —animofhities—

| the name of foteigher becomes but another name for 
jan enemy. In this Rtuation the minds of men are 
| kept in a contant ftate of iritation—-their turbulent 
fpirits ill brook the reftraints of law—the paion of re» 
| venge, which, in proportion to the weaknefs of gov- 
| ernment, becomes neceflary for the protedtion of the 
individual, is foon inflamed to a degree of enthufiafm. 
Common danger alone, and that imminently impend- 
| ing, can fufperm! its baneful influence even among 


| members of the fame fociety : a fituation fit only for 
favages—-and in this fituation favages have ever exift- 
Jed: but in an extenfive government, national preju- 
| dices are fupprefled—hoftilities are removed to a dif- 
| tance—private injuries are redrefled by a common 
| judge—zhe paffion of revenge, now no longer necef- 
fary for the protection of the individual, is {ufpended— 
the people no longer behold an enemy inthe inhabi- 
tants of each neighboring diftri&t . they view all as 
| members of one great family, conneéted by all the ties 
| of intereft, of country, of affinity and blood ; chus 
are the focial feelings gratified—and the kindly affec- 
tions expanded and invigorated, 
Vermont, continuing independent, would not be 
j liable to all the inconveniences I have mentioned— 
| but fhe will be liable to many and gteat inconvenienc- 
es. In the vicinity of, and almoft encircled by, the 
united ftates, now become great and powerful through 
the means of an energetic fyftem of government, our 
intercourfe with them muft be on very unequal, and 
frequently on very mortifying terms. Whenever oug 
interefts clafh (and clath they will at fome times) with 
thofe of the union, it requires very little political faga- 
city to foretel that every facrifice muft be made on our 
parte When was it ever known that a powerful na- 
tion facrificed, or even compromifed their intereft in 
| juftice to a weak neighbor, who was unable to maka 
effectual demands? and who fhall be a common 
|judge? Nay, fuch is che conftitution of human nas 
| cure, that men in fuch cafes, were they difpofed, are 
in a great meafure incapable of judging with candor 
| and impartiality. 
| We have experienced the difpofition of fates whofe 
interefts were averfe to our own; and well know the 
confequences: extravagant, and as we deemed them, 
unjuttifiable claims, on their part; animofities, face 


of | tions, and even blood-fhed,: among ourfelves, 


Qur vicinity to an extenfive province of the britif_la 
empire, is worthy of confideration. There is not 
any profpect of an immediate war between the united 
ftatesand Greatbritain : but from their mutual recri- 
minations relative to the obfervance of the late treaty 3 
and from the retention of the frontier pofts in the 
hands of the britifh, contrary to exprcfs fipulae 
tions ; fuch an event is one day to be apprehended. 
Should that take place, Vermont would be in a fitua- 
tion much to be regreted, 

Our local fituation with the united fates, and our 
connexion with many of their inhabicants—cemented 
by all the ties of blood and kindred affection, would 
forbid an alliance with Greatbritain, As allics of 
the united flates, we fhould experience all the refente 
ment of an enemy, whom, by eurvoluntary alliance, 
we had made fuch 5 and to whofe depredations, from 
our frontier dituation, we fhould be continually ex- 
pofed. And fhould we experience in the united fhates, 
that quick fenfe of the injuries we fhould fuller? 
would they fly go our defence with the fame alacrity, 
with the fame national fpicit, as they would defond 
themfelves, if attacked in one of their own members ? 
would they attend equally to our intereft as to their 
own, in the fettlement of peace, or in finally adjuft- 
ing the expenditures of the war? The fuppofition ig 
highly chimerical : nor lefs chimerical the idea, thag 
by obferving a neutral condu&t, we may cnjoy the 
ii-fiines of peace, while che flames of war tare on 
very tile. Our country, from ir Heuation, would

The fenators of the united flates, appointed by 
the fevesal Rate Jegiflatures, and to whom they are, 
from time to time, amenable, may juftly be confid- 
ered as the guardians of the rights of thofe re(pective 
Rates againit all encroachments of the national goy- 
ernment, The reprefentatives in congrefs, eleGed 
by the people, and dependent on them by the means 
of biennial elections, are bound by all the ties of in-

the late treaty with Newyork—doubts, he obferved, 
prevail, whether that ftate had in reality a right to cede 
to Vermont the property of individuals. 

Mr. Bradley, mr. I. Smith, and others, anfwered 
mr. Emmons—they went into a lengthy and welar- 
ranged train of arguments on the right of Newyork 
to proceed in the manner they had done. Mr. Brad- 
ley eloquently defined the right of fovereignty in the 
feveral ftates—adverting, in his fpeech, to the condu& 
of various fovereignties, both ancient and modern. 

Mr. Buck rofe, and objected to the motion. He 
faid it appeared to bim, that if the conftictution was 
taken up paragraph by paragraph, it would in efe& 
forec'ofe any general obfervations upon the queftion 
which was firft to be attended to—that if thofe who 
had any obje€tions to make kept to the queftion before 
the convention, they would be confined to thofe which 


arofe from the conftitution itfelf, could not, without fore fix 


departing from the point, offer any general obferva- 
tions upon the expediency or inexpediency of taking 
it up at all, fuppofing it to be ever fo good—which ap- 
peared to him a queftion that ought firft to be attend- 
ed to. 

Here feveral members obferved, that the motion 
was calculated to bring on thofe debates—and that the 
door was now open for them. They expreffed their 
wifhes, that the fubje& might be treated with the 
utmoft candour, and clearly inveftigated—that if there 
were any who had any general objections they would 
come forward. 

Mr. Buck rofe again, and in a lengthy fpeech ob- 
ferved, thatit appeared to him there were reafons to be 
offered againft the adoption of the conftitution at the 
prefent time. Suppofing the conftitution to be ever 
fo good an one, yet, in order to a fair inveftigation of 
the queftion, as to the expediency of adopting it, per- 
haps it would be neceffary to confider the original 
caufe of all government: he urged that it origina'ed 
from neceflity ; that, were it poffible for a man to en- 
joy the bleffings of fociety, feeurity of his perfon, li- 
berty, and property, without the protection of govern- 
ment, he muf be happier in that Rate than to be unde: 
the controul of it ; that, in entering into compact and 
forming government, each individual of the communi 
ty mult necellarily facrifice fuch a part of hi i atusal 
liberty, his insereft, and privileges, as to coincide-svith 
the cummon intereft of the whole; yet this faerie: 
muft be in fome meafure proportionate to the ive fi 5 
of interef to be found in the feveral parts of the com-

with an extenftve empire, Gaumerated by the honorable 
member from Rutland, though very planfible, would nog 
apply to the bulk of the people : fome few favorites of for~ 
tune, who, from circumflances of birth, and advantage of 
education, might confider themfelves fair candidates for 
Jime p” am government, might be animated by the maga 
nitude of the obje, and foar the height of Jetence + bus 
this number nufi be but finall, while on the other hand, 
the affairs of government being at futha remove from the 
eye of the people they could have no knowledge of their 
tranfattions, and would naturally degenerate inte a fate 
of ignorance. Ee abferved, tbat, all extenfive govern- 
ments bad a natural tendency to deftroy that equality an 
mong the people, which was neceffary to keep one part of 
mankind from oppreffing the other ; that there was fuch a 
thirft for dominion and power implanted in the human 
'breaft, that men were ever ready to make ufe of the ad- 
;vantages they had ta tyrannixe over otherss that as the 
fritmulous to improvement in knowledge, re ulting from ouy 
union, would operate on a few only, it would Jerve but to 
Place them as tyrants over ‘an ignorant multitude—for the 
truth of thefe obfervations, be referred to the prefant flate 
‘of the kingdoms of the world, ana objerved, that the rich, 
eg at ba and great, bear a tyrannical fway, while 
\they view the bulk of mankind m the fame light as we do 
thofa domt/tic animals that are fubfervient to our uje; and 
las to the falutary effects that our union would have on the 
morals of the people, we foould in all probability experience 
i quite the rever fe of what was fuggefted by the wortl Y mm- 
ber from Rutland—for it was obfervable, that luxury, de- 
| baŭcbery, and licentioufnefs, were the attendants on pow- 
ter. The court, he faid, was the foundation from whence 
immorality was diffufed among a nation : this was fo true, 
that it had become a common faying, that Jincerity and ha», 
nefly were firangers at court ; while real virtue and fim- 
ple honefty were to be found inthe cottage. It muft theren 
Jore be a given point, that Vermont (taking into view the 
bulk of the people) mui be much happier unconneBed with 
any other power, than to bein the union—and nothing but 
neceffity could warrant her acceffion to the federal conflitti- 
tion 5 therefore, if it was poffitle fer her to fupport ber m- 
dependence, it was ber wifdom to remain inde, endent. He

DIED, NEGRO TOM, the famous afri- 
can calculator, agéd 80 years. He was the 
property of mrs. Elizabeth Coxe, of this 
county. Tom wasa very black man—he 
was brought to thiscountry at the age of 
14, and was fold as a flave with many of his 
unfortunate countrymen. 

This man was a prodigy. Though he 
could neither read or write, he had perfectly 
acquired the art of enumeration, The pow- 
er of recollection and the ftrength of mem- 
ory were fo complete in him, that he could 
multiply 7 into itfelf, that product by 7, 
and that produét, fo produced, by feven for 
feven times. He could give the number of 
months, weeks, days, hours, minutes, and 
feconds, in any period of time that any per- 
fon chofe to mention,’ allowing in his calcu- 
{ations for all the leap years that happened 
in the time; and would give the number of 
poles, yards, feet, inches, and barleycorna, 
in any givendiftance, fay the diameter of 
the earth’s orbit; and in every calculation 
he would produce the true anfwer in lefs 
time than minetynine men in an hundred 
would take with their pens: and what was, 
perhaps, fill more extraordinary, though 
jaterrupted in thé progrefs of his calculation, 
and engaged in difcourfe upon any other 
fabje€t, his operations were not thereby in 
" she lesit deranged, fo as to make it neceiia 
ry for him to begin again, bot he would go 
on from where he had Jere if, and could 
give any, or all, of the fla.es through which 
she calculation had pafled. His firk efiay 
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wn numbers wes counting the hairs in the 
rails of the cows and horfes which he wasi 
fet to keep, With little inftruStion he would | 
have been able tocat up plats of land. Hel 
took sreat.notice of the lines of land which} 
he had feen furveyed, He drew jut con-| 
clufions from faés ; furprifingly fo, for one} 
of his opportunities. ——-Thus died negro} 
Tom, this /elf-taught avithmetician, this ui | 
tutored Jebolar !—tiad his opportunities of 
improvement been equal to thofe of thouf-| 
ands of his fellow men, neither the royal fa- | 
ciety of London, the academy of fciences| 
at Paris, orevena Newrown himfelf, need | 
have been afhamed to acknowledge him as a 
brother in fcience,

well as from many others within the know- 
ledge of moft men, in favor of the genius, 
capacity and talents, of our ill-fated black 
brethren ; and without lamenting the exift-| 
ence of fentiments calculated to enfure thefe 
unhappy people lefs kind treatment, from a| 
fuppofed inferiority of their intellectual fa-| 
culties; fentiments as ill-founded in fact, as] 
they are inhuman in their tendency.

- dened the foafis of their malignity at random. 
Letter 1.-—Cnuas to TOMKINS, 
Mr, Tombins, Nov. 24th, 1790. 
l | OW do you intend to fpend thefe long winter 
evenings? Undoubtedly in ufeful chat with a 
friend, in reading, and in meditating. Very good, 
fir ; but I will propofe. you a further method—to 
which I am fure you will not prove averfe. Commit 
your lucubratians to paper, and fend them to your 
friend—who will return the favor alternately. This 
will be mutually pleafing and advantageous. The 
one will undoubtedly communicate fome ideas which 
are new to the uther, and fo the contrary.—Shall we 
wite in the form of a difpute? Where truth is not 
felf evident, oppofition greatly promotes inveftigation. 
Indeed, fri&ion is as neceflary for the difcovery of 
truth, as for the production of heat : and at this feafon 
it will likewife affift a beech and maple fire in repel- 
ling the affaults of boreas. -Or, will it not be better 
for each to confult his own genius and prefent ftudies 
_for atopic? perhaps it will; I leave the matter at 
£ Four option. a 
However, as truth is our object, it may be proper to 
give a definition of it. I define it thus—Every exif- 
ence poffeffes certain properties; truth confifts in predicat- 
ing of extflence fuch properties as it is poffeffed of : falfe- 
hood, of confequence, confifts in the contrary. To 
give one inftance : a marble is harder than a puff ball. 
‘This is true—but the contrary, that it is not fo hard, 
is falfe. Truth, then, depends not upon the concep- 
tion of any being whatever—for, if it did, two beings 
might have two contradi€tory conceptions of the fame 
thing, and both be true ; which is abfurd. Nor up- 
on the power of any being, although omnipotent. 
Toillutrate this—figurability is an eflential property 
of matter, and may be predicated of matter, fo long as 
matter exifts, Again—if it ever was true, that David 
flew Goliah with a fling and ftone, it forever wi'l be 
true. Both cafes are felfevident. It is faid that God 
is truth—but this is faife : he is no more trv-h than a 
fquare inch of gold is eruth. The ftate ef the cafe is 
this—God, being omnifcient, ever acts ‘n conformity 
to truth, or predicates of things thofe properties of 
which they are pofleffed, 

Hence it appears, that the inveftigation of truth is 
the difcovery of the properties of beings or things, and 
their relation to each other. And he who is acquaint- 
ed with the greatelt number of thefe properties and re- 
lations is the wife man. 

As there is a great variety of things, each poffeffed 
of one or more properties peculiar to itfelf, and differ- 
ently related to the whole, fo the knowledge of any 
particular thing, or clafs of things, is called by fome 
dittinguifhing name : thus knowledge, as it refpedcts 
matter in general, is called natural philofophy ; as it 
refpeéts the heavenly bodies, aftronomy ; as it refpe&s 
numeration and menfuration, mathematics ; as it re- 
§pe€ts the machinery of the human body, anatomy ; 
as it refpe&ts the human mind, logic ; as it refpects 
the duty of rational creatures to each other, moral 
philofophy $ as it refpects the nature of God, and the 
relation mankind ftand in to him, divinity ; &c. &&c. 
This hint exhibits a few of the fources from whence 
knowledge is derived ; but to particularife the whole 
of them would be impracticable. 

Having defined truth, and pointed out the fources 
from whence it is to be fought, it will now be expedi- 
ent to lay down a rule to dire&t our refearches after it. 
Only the following will anfwerthe purpofe—F om 
Anowen truths infer thofe which are unknown, This rule 
is fhort, and eafily underftood, and muft be ftri€tly ob- 
ferved. What can we reafon but from what we know? 
as Pope has it 

But next to the difcovery of unknown truths, it is 
of the utmoft importance to reduce mankind to the 
practice of thofe already known ; indeed, this may 
be thought to demand the greater attention. Toat- 
chieve this, various means may be adapted ; but per- 
fuelton is the befi—and laughter often fucceeds admir- 
ably,

mit thefe obfervations for your ferutiny. Let me 
hear from you foon.

It is true human nature is much too full of errors, 
and thefe are of two kinds, a foul heart, and a weal 
head : from either of which perhaps no man is whol- 
ly free, though fume are meafurably fo, and it behooves 
us to get as nearly right as wecan. Poffibly the hon- 
eft fool may be quite as unfit as the witty rogue, (and 
more fo, fince the fool’s judgment is carried by the wit 
who {poke laft} though both are pernicious; and {

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
Monpay, January 3. 

Meflage was received from the prefident of the 

united ftates, by mr. fecretary Lear, with the 
copy of an a& of the lepiflature of Newjerfey, ceding 
to the united {tates the lot of ground at Sandyhook, 
on which the lighthoufe is erected. 

The houfe then took into confideration, the report 
of the committee of th: whole houfe, on the report of 
the fecretary of the treafury, relative to the eftablith- 
ment of land offices, for the fale of lands in the weftern 
territory. The fpeaker read the report. The firt 
refolution provides for the eftablifhment of a general 
land office, at the feat of government. The fecond 
for two fubordinate land offices in the weftern territo- 
ry—one to the fouth, the other to the northweft, of 
the Ohio. The third that all fales above acres, 
fhall be negociated at the general land office. The 
fourth indian titles to be extinguifhed previous to any 
fale. ‘Thefe refolutions were adopted by the houfe 
without any divifion. The fifth refolution provides 
that convenient locations fhail be fet off for a&tual fet- 
tlers, This refolution,on motion of mr. Scott, was 
ftruck out. He prop: fed a fubftitute, which, after 
fome debate, was difagreed to. The fixth refolution 
provides that the feven ranges already laid out, hall 
be furveyed and fold. ‘This was adopted. The fee 
venth that any quantities within natural boundaries, 
or lines, or both, may be fold. This was agreed to, 
with an addition propofed by mr. Burke, that for 
every chain furveyed and fold on the bank: of a naviga- 
ble river, the purchafer fhall be obliged to take 
chains back.

Mr. Bloodworth fpoke againft the bill—he dilated

fame purpofes, he faid, he confided in the patriotifm of 
the gentlemen who came from thofe diftri€ts of the 
countiy where wneafinels was faid to exift. He be- 
lreved there was indeed a confiderable deficiency to 
be provided for, for the fupport of government and of 
the public credit, This belief was founded in his 
confidence in the information received from the fecre- 
tary of the treafury. Bur if there was no deficiency, 
his difpofition to fuppoit the bill would be the fame ; 
for he had never believed chat a public debt was a ppb- 
Jic benefit. Isit not then the duty of thofe to whom 
the peopie have delegated she important tru of guard- 
ing their profperity, in a feafon 6f profound peace, to 
liberate them from the burden and preflure of debt ?
